Another problem, difficult for any-| 
one who has not visited ~ thiopia, is} 
that of slavery. The church itself tol- 
erates slavery in Ethiopia. The sys- 
tem is different from that prevailing 
anywhere else in the world. A slave 
is often treated as an equal with the 
family, and he considers his masters. 
house and possessions as in part his 
own. 

The two great evils of slavery in|} 
(a) kidnapin_ in outly-| 
ing provinces, and. (b) the very rare 
cases of ill-treat.oent. 

When considering the ebolition of 
slavery in Ethiopia ‘ere are two im- 
portant facts to keep in mind: One is 
that slaves :arely want their freedom, 
the other that when freedom is forced 
upon them they almost without excep- 
tion turn criminals. Years of slavery| 
have destroved all initiative, and the 
freed slave cannot be held responsible 
for his actions, 

An educated Ethiopian with 150 
slaves, who was acquainted with west- 
ern ideas on the subject, suddenly de- 
cided to free them all. When he or- 
dered them to leave his household, how- 
ever, they knelt at his feet and wept! 
—imploring him to take them back. 
But the chief was adamant, and his 
slaves were driven out—all helpless in 
the matter of earning a livelihood. 
Most of them afterwards became crim- 
inals, 

There is abundant evidence to show! 
that the freeing of slaves by the thon-| 
sands in Ethiopia is a most compli- 
cated matter. Pressure from outside 
will only aggravate the situation. 
Time, and the encouragement of such 
an able leader as the emperor, can 
alone prevent the serious economic 
crisis created by turning thousands of 
utterly helpless people on to a labor 
market unprepared to receive them.

other possiblity is that soap simply 
neutralizes germ toxins or poison as an 
alkali neutralizes an acid. A ftamiliar 
but not so plausible explanation of 
the therapeutic antiseptic action of 
soap is that it “increases surface ten- 
sion,” but who cares? 

Numerous conditions and cases cited 
in Dr. Wood's report indicate the wide 
field of application of soap. New York 
hospitals use a standard 0.4 per cent 
solution of U. S. P. soft soap (Sapo 
mollis) containing from 60 to 75 per 
cent sodium oleate. In private prac- 
tice Dr. Wood uses a solution of one 
dram of tincture of green soap to the 
pint of water.

We are told that the Chinese 
had a courier service more than 3,000 
years ago. 

Six and a half centuries have pass- 
ed since Marco Polo visited China. He 
found that the Chinese were making 
use of paper money: and learned oth- 

ler things which were wondrous to a 
man from Venice, Italy. 

This famous traveler tells us that 
there was a good mail service for the 
use of publie officers in China. Some 
letters were carried by men on foot, 
each man running three miles to a 
station where a clerk made note of 
the time he got there. Then another 
runner took the mail from him and 
ran three miles to another station. 

In order to give notice that he was 
coming. each postman had bells fast- 
ened at his waist. The tinkling of the 
bells warned the next runner that he 
should make ready to start. 

The foot-runner system took mail 
more than a hundred miles in one 
day: but it was not so swift as the 
one earried on by mounted men dur- 
ing the same period. Polo declared that 
postmen galloped so fast from one sta- 
.tion to another that they could trans- 
port letters as much as 250 miles in a 
day and night. 

A system of carrying letters by boat 
later grew up in China. Often a boat 
was handled by just one man, who 
steered it with a rudder and made
